A 
grant from the senior govern¬ 
ments had come forward for her 
and she was instructed to call at 
the town office on Wednesday for 
the money. A rider in the senior 
governments’ relief form asked 
Mrs. Danylak to communicate with 
the Employment Bureau at Cal¬ 
gary. 

A letter from Woods Christian 
Home regarding qualifications for 
entrance into the Home was filed. 

Coleman Light & Water Co. will 
be requested to service the new 
residence of Jim Cousins, located 
on Seventh street, with light and 
water. 

A letter was received from 
Brewster, Cross and Morkill, ad¬ 
justers for insurance, on the re¬ 
cently damaged Zak building. 
Council will enter a claim with 
the adjusters for tax arrears on 
this building. 

Dr. H. G. Claxton, medical health 
officer, submitted his report for 
November. Two cases of cerebro 
spinal meningitis exist in East 
Coleman and the cases have been 
reported to the provincial govern¬ 
ment. There has been an outbreak 
of scarlet fever and anti-toxin has 
been ordered. 

At the request of the council 
at their last meeting, Mrs. Lucasek 
submitted a list of clothing re¬ 
quired. This will be purchased. 

A letter of thanks to the council 
from Mrs. Joe Petrunick expressed 
appreciation for their influence 
with International Coal Co. re¬ 
garding damage to her home 
through the ground subsiding. 

A letter was received from Mrs. 
Lucy Stevenson asking council if 
it was responsible for rent for 
a house owned by her and formerly 
occupied by Mrs. John Lochrie. A 
certain sum was granted Mrs. 
Stevenson. 

A relief application was received 
from Mrs. Ruth Blower. She was 
recommended to be placed on the 
3-way relief. 

A Union Jack was authorized 
purchased. Strong winds ripped 
to shreds tho new flag purchased 
recently. 

Mrs. Vera Danylak was granted 
two tons of coal. 

Manure has again been dumped 
cn the sports field. As the field 
is surfaced wth combustble mat¬ 
erial (slack coal), manure may 
cause a fire which would result 
in heavy loss. Expense is in¬ 
curred in having to remove it. 
Persons caught dumping any kind 
of refuse there will be prosecuted. 

A letter will be sent Mr. Fauv- 
ille, Sixth street, asking him to 
take down the fence on the right 
of way on Seventh street and open 
the road allowance. For many 
years he has had the road allow¬ 
ance under cultivation, but due 
to increased building the road al¬ 
lowance is now needed in order 
that other residents may be ser¬ 
viced with deliveries.

Cigarette Fond 


On Duplay at Legion Club 

Roome; Propeller Power Driven; 

Will Raffle Another Plane 

For Cigarette Fund. 

That handy man, George Derby¬ 
shire, has built a handsome plane 
for the committee of the Cigarette 
Fund, with which to better solicit 
funds to send smokes to the local 
boys serving overseas. Mr. Derby¬ 
shire carved the wooden soldier 
which is seen at the bank every 
pay-day. 

The plane has been attached to 
the roof of the sitting room in the 
Legion club. It is six feet in 
length and has a wing spread of 
tight feet. In the cockpit sit two 
beautiful maidens, Betty Boo and 
Mary Lou. Behind them are 160 
packets of cigarettes, with space 
for many more. An electric driven 
engine which spins a huge pro¬ 
peller has been placed in the 
machine. Leading from the plane 
is an electric cord which in turn 
is attached to a pole which re¬ 
sembles a cigarette. The “cigar¬ 
ette” is hollow inside and the coins 
drop into a square box to which 
it is attached. 

A slot has been made at the 
top of the “cigarette” and when 
a coin is placed in this slot, it 
causes an electric contact which 
drives the propeller. The plane 
is painted yellow and red with the 
R.A.F. circle emblem, the color of 
the Curtiss-Robin machines. 

The machine was put on display 
Monday evening and two dollars 
in coins were collected in a short 
space of time. 

In the Spring, Mr. Derbyshire 
will put another engine in the 
machine and it will be driven from 
a car battery. The machine will 
be put on display at the bunk 
each pay-day. 

A card hanging alongside the 
plane reads: “Sweet Caps for the 
Chaps Overseas. You buy to please 
Betty Boo and Mary Lou, they 
will fly the Sweet Caps for You. 
Put a coin in Sweet Cap stand, 
and the propeller will spin on com¬ 
mand.” 

Mr. Derbyshire will start con¬ 
struction on another model plane, 
the material to be of Balsa wood.

Retiring secretary Tom McCloy 
read the 1939-40 financial state¬ 
ment which showed revenue 
amounted to $295.76. Expenses 
were $281.07, leaving a profit of 
$14.68. 

It was moved 1 to enter the C.N.P. 
league which is expected to include 
teams from Medicine Hat, Leth¬ 
bridge, Blairmore and Coleman. 

A long discussion took place re¬ 
garding the financial arrangements 
which the team will make with the 
rink management. Gordon Nur- 
comba was sent for and gave the 
meeting a detailed report as to 
the estimated expense involved in 
operating the rink this season. In 
order to meet all financial obli¬ 
gations it will be necessary to 
charge every person trying out 
with the team a season ticket of 
$3.00. This will give the holder of 
the ticket hockey and' skating privi¬ 
leges. In order to waitch the team 
practice all persons will be charged 
by the arena management a small 
admission fee of probably ten cents. 
The executive was given power to 
arrange satisfactory terms with 
the arena management. 

In order to raise finances it was 
decided to sponsor a Christmas 
dance and endeavor to secure Ar¬ 
cadians’ orchestra.

A petition was laid before the 
council on Tuesday evening, signed 
by a large number of residents 
on Third, Fourth and Fifth streets, 
as follows: 

Mayor and Councillors—We, the 
undersigned taxpayers of Coleman, 
do hereby petition the council to 
give further consideration to the 
appointment of Miss Lees as sec¬ 
retary of the Town of Coleman for 
the duration of the war. Inasmuch 
as this position has been held by a 
person other than the school dist¬ 
rict secretary, we do not believe at 
this time that it is good policy to 
give two positions to one person 
while other persons capable in town 
are unemployed. 

A further note is presented in the 
petition. It reads—“I have peti¬ 
tioned 97% of this portion of the 
town. Only three persons refused 
to sign. I consider this is enough 
to show the attitude of the people 
of Coleman to my claim.—Mrs. 
Ruth Jackson.” 

Council discussed the petition 
and qualifications necessary for a 
position of this kind. They includ¬ 
ed among others that the candidate 
must be 21 years, must have two 
years| experience in similar work 
and high school education, also that 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
must sanction the appointment. A 
letter to this effect will be sent to 
Mrs. Jackson. 

The conucil also desired to make 
it known that it was they who ap¬ 
proached Miss Lees to accept the 
position of town secretary, not Miss 
lees who approached the council.

FormerHomeDestroyed 
by Nazi Bomb 


Uncle of Adam Pollock, of 
Hillcrest, Killed in Raid; Town 
Had No Millitary Objectives. 

The Kingdom of Fife is sharing 
the brunt of Nazi attacks as well 
as the large industrial centres of 
England. The latest Old Country 
mail receved tells how the Nazi 
bombers are dropping their bombs 
indiscriminately on small towns of 
absolutely no millitary value. 

One instance of this is tne town 
where Mrs. Robert Morris resided 
before coming to Canada. The town 
is small, boasting of little more 
than four rows of houses, library, 
etc., with a coal mine being well 
out of the town limits. A Nazi 
raid caused destruction of a number 
of houses, among them being the 
home in which Mrs. Morris and 
her family had previously resided. 

It was in this raid that Thomas 
Pollock, aged about 70 years, was 
killed. The old gentleman was an 
uncle of Adam Pollock, of Hill- 
crest, the latter being well known 
in Pass football circles. The elder 
Mr. Pollock, sitting in an Ander¬ 
son shelter, decided that he would 
fix the fire in his home. He left 
the shelter and in tending to the 
fire a bomb dropped, killing him.

At I .cast 84 Merchant Vessels Com¬ 
pleted During Nine Months 
Despite air attacks on her sea¬ 
ports, Britain completed at least 84 
new merchant ships, most of them 
fast freighters, during the first nine 
months of 1940, an unofficial survey 
of British shipbuilding showed. 

By way of contrast, during the 
same period the United States 
launched approximately 33 vessels. 

New British ships aggregated at 
least 426,500 tons. 

At the same time, naval sources 
said, British shipyards completed 
j many of the 100 destroyers and light

Viscount Rolhermere Buried In Ber¬ 
muda Graveyard 

Hamilton, Bermuda. — Viscount 
Rothermere, who amassed one of 
Britain’s greatest publishing fortunes, 
was buried simply in a Bermuda 
graveyard, 3,000 mlies from home. 

The 72-year-old financial genius, 
who with his brother founded a great 
chain of newspapers and periodicals, 
was buried in the presence of only a 
few persons after a short, unosten¬ 
tatious service at St. Paul’s church 
in Paget parish. 

Lord Rothermere died in hospital 
here. His body was taken to St.! 
Paul’s, where the rector, Archdeacon 
Henry Marriott, read the service. 

The grave was piled high with 
flowers, ordered by cable from many j 
parts of the globe. 


Ottawa.—A lengthening of the i 
standard working week from 44 to 
48 hours “or even higher” now must 
be considered in Canada since war¬ 
time industrial production has reach¬ 
ed the point where a general labor 
shortage approaches, the labor min¬ 
ister, Hon. N. A. McLarty, asserted 
in the House of Commons. 

"We have reached thg point at 
which, instead of planning to spread 
the work, we are actually seeking 
workers to man our rapidly expand¬ 
ing war industries,” he said. 

"With the distressing news con¬ 
cerning havoc wrought by the enemy 
in sucl| centres as Coventry, Birming¬ 
ham, Bristol and Southampton still 
ringing in our ears and with the 
(British) minister of shipping admit¬ 
ting that sinkings are going on at a 
greater rate than replacements, I 
suggest that this is no time for us 
to be thinking of maintaining stand¬ 
ards which do not take into account 
the urgency of the situation.” 

* He said the only excuse for asking 
the temporary relinquishing of cer¬ 
tain standards which labor establish¬ 
ed over the years was "We must win 
the war—and sacrifice is unavoid¬ 
able.” 

If the working week was length¬ 
ened, it should not be made “in¬ 
ordinately long,” Mr. McLarty said, 
because experience showed that be¬ 
yond certain limits, fatigue more 
than offset any production advant¬ 
age gained by longer hours. 

"The present working week is 
short of the point at which fatigue 
becomes a factor and it may be 
found desirable to progressively 
lengthen the working week as the 
available labor supply diminishes,” 
he said. The sacrifice involved would 


working hours, and by controls 
against undue increases in living 
costs. 

It had been urged upon the gov¬ 
ernment that it should order labor 
to do certain things in the matter 
of wages or hours. 

“There might be conceived some 
circumstances in which the govern¬ 
ment might be required to take such 
action,” Mr. McLarty said. "But 
those circumstances do not exist to¬ 
day. What labor is looking for is 
not regimentation but direction. It 
has made that abundantly clear. 

"Dealing as we are with a co¬ 
operative body, why' should such 
action be necessary. That is the 
wrong way. 

“The right way is to assume that 
this is fundamentally labor’s war 
and, that being so, that labor, organ¬ 
ized and unorganized, is willing to 
contribute its maximum effort in this 
critical time. 

“It involves a definite consultation 
with labor, a testing-out of the view¬ 
point of labor. The use of the big 
stick is unnecessary when we are 
engaged in a common purpose." 

The minitser cited two specific ex¬ 
amples of labor's co-operative atti¬ 
tude in the lengthening of the stand¬ 
ard work week. 

Local 353 of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers in 
Toronto had lengthened its work 
week to 48 hours for the duration of 
the crisis. Regina carpenters in 
Local 1867 of the United Brother¬ 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America had offered to work 60 hours 
a week on government war work at 
the regular wage rate. 2388

T HE provincial government has incurred criticism 
by its determination to spend $30,000 on im¬ 
proving the radio station of the University of Al¬ 
berta. This has been severely criticized by the In¬ 
dependent group of Legislative members, headed by 
Mayor Andrew Davison of Calgary. Individuals are 
being pressed to avoid spending money on non-essen¬ 
tials, and to loan their savings to the Federal govern¬ 
ment to help finance Canada’s war effort. Therefore, 
Premier Aberhart’s intention to spend $30,000 on re¬ 
construction of the University radio station does not 
meet with popular favor at this particular time. 

T HERE is also ground for the presumption that 
this station will be used for Social Credit propa¬ 
ganda purposes, at the taxpayers’ expense of course, 
and also that Prophetic Bible Institute services will 
be broadcast. There have been appointments made 
whereby the government gains control of the radio 
station. To offset the criticism which has arisen, a 
letter was sent out by Hon. E. C. Manning to the 
weekly newspapers refuting the charges of the Inde¬ 
pendent group, and suggesting they (the newspapers) 
would render a “public service” by printing it. This 
request is to say the least, amusing, when one reflects 
how the Press of this province has been held up to 
ridicule and scorn by Social Crediters from Mr. Aber- 
hart down to the most subservient member of the back 
benches. 

I T MUST be remembered that the Social Credit 
government was not elected on a majority vote of 
the entire province, that its percentage of the aggre¬ 
gate vote was considerably less than 50 %. It is not 
right that taxpayers money should be spent to propa¬ 
gandize theories with which the majority are not in 
accord. If cabinet members or private members wish 
at their own expense to buy time over a commercial 
station, they are at liberty to do so. By its own actions 
the government incurs well-justified criticism, for it 
is a well-known fact that ever since it came into power, 
it has sought control of the radio and the press. This 
would be a very unhealthy condition for the people 
should it come to pass. 

T HIS is written on December 2, a day of bright 
sunshine, as we journey through the Crows Nest 
Pass from the coal mining area in the mountains to 
Macleod, well-known “cow-town” of the Foothills. The 
significant or surprising thing, to a stranger, is that 
in a distance of 75 miles, and also a difference in al¬ 
titude of 1485 feet between Macleod and Crows Nest, 
there is such a wide variation in temperature, and in 
reverse ratio to what one would expect. As the train 
leaves Crows Nest, divisional point on the C. P. R. 
between Alberta and British Columbia, the snow which 
has lain since the first cold snap in November is rapidly 
melting, and the Chinook wind is doing its best to make 
us believe it really isn’t winter—just yet! It seems 
that the Crows Nest Pass is a meeting point, at times, 
of the chill winds from the Arctic and the warm winds 
from the Pacific coast. The Chinook winds of South¬ 
ern Alberta are very welcome (for they help to shorten 
the winter, even if they do come at inopportune times; 
for instance, when a bonspiel is in progress or an im¬ 
portant league hockey game is to be played. 

A S this is written on ttie Vancouver-Medicine Hat 
train, dignified by the name of the Kettle Valley 
Express coming east, and the Kootenay Express going 
west, the ice on the river alongside which the railroad 
makes its horseshoe and snaky curves, is disappearing 
as the warmer water and the wind do their best to re¬ 
move traces of winter’s first onslaught, mopping up, 
as it were, after the attack. At Cowley we emerge 
into the cattle country, though there is a Doukhobor 
settlement of grain growers, while away to the south¬ 
east can be seen Chief Mountain, south of Cardston, 
gleaming in the afternoon sunshine. We take it all 
for granted, whereas a little reflection and observation 
reveals a seection of this wonderful Dominion which 
arouses a spirit of pride in its vastness, its variation of 
scenery and its wealth of natural resources—a nation 
which is destined to play a vital part in the British 
\ Commonwealth. 


PLEASURE TRIPS 
TO THE U. S. A. 

Canada is urgently in need of 
aeroplanes, aeroplane engines and 
parts and other vital war require¬ 
ments. Most of such materials 
must be purchased in the United 
States and must be paid for in 
cash, in United States dollars. To 
secure these, less important calls 
upon Canada’s available supply of 
foreign exchange, such as pleasure 
travel, must be subordinated. That 
is why the Government has asked 
Canadians to forego pleasure visits 
to the United States. It is not I 
that Canada is spending less money 
in the United States than hereto¬ 
fore. As a matter of fact, our 
expenditures are running to record 
levels. The question is one of de¬ 
ciding on the relative importance 
of the purpose to which our 
foreign exchange resources may 
be used. Obviously aeroplanes and 
other munitions of war are more 
important in the national interest 
today than pleasure travel of our 
citizens in the U. S. A. 

A resident of Canada must have 
a permit to take Canadian or 
American dollars to the United 
States. |The Foreign Exchange 
Control Board supplies United 
States dollars and gives permits 
to take them out of Canada for 
legitimate business trips, travel for 
health reasons and in certain other 
special cases. Special arrange¬ 
ments have also been made for 
Canadians living in border com¬ 
munities to continue their normal 
social intercourse with friends in 
neighboring American communi¬ 
ties. Otherwise, however, Can¬ 
adians desirous of visiting the 
United States for pleasure will not 
be permitted to take out of Canada 
either Canadian or American dol¬ 
lars. 

Canadians who do not observe 
the Regulations and attempt to 
take money out of the country 
without a permit are making them¬ 
selves liable to prosecution. 

U. S. DOLLARS' 

URGENTLY NEEDED 

Many Canadians do not seem to 
realize that, with certain excep¬ 
tions, it is against the law for 
them to hold foreign currencies, 
which of course, includes United 
States dollars, so urgently needed 
to buy war materials abroad. It 
is the function of the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Control Board to gather 
in all foreign exchange arising out 
our exports, tourist expenditures 
Canada, and from miscellaneous 
sources and release it for purchases 
of aeroplanes, guns and other much 
needed equipment, principally in 
the United States. If any Can¬ 
adian has United: States dollars, 
any other foreign exchange in 
the form of bank accounts, bills, 
cheque^, drafts, or similar instru¬ 
ments in his possession, without 
the permission of the Board, he is 
not only evading the law and leav¬ 
ing himself open to prosecution, 
but he'is hindering Canada’s war 
effort.

EVADERS of income 
AND DEFENCE TAXES 

Copies of the regulations gov¬ 
erning the above taxes have re¬ 
cently come to our desk from the 
Dept, of National Revenue. To 
make the matter more impressive, 
a separate letter preceded these. 

It is quite evident that there 
will be no fooling on the part of 
the government in collecting these 
taxes. Brief reference was made 
to those last week, together with 
the information that, at present 
there is a competent accountant 
now resident in town who can give 
able assistance to anyone not fami¬ 
liar with the requirements of the 
act. 

Extracts from the letter just re¬ 
ceived, sum up to this: “If a tax¬ 
payer Fails or Refuses to keep 
adequate books or accounts, the 
Minister can compel same to be 
kept . . . and as he may prescribe 
. . . Severe penalties are provided 
for failure to do so.” 

All that is required is that book¬ 
keeping records will show at a 
glance the financial position of the 
taxpayer for income tax purposes 
at all times. 

It would be wise indeed to have 
books up to date for you never — 
know when a government inspec- _ 
tor will come along to check up. 

It is our duty to publish this 
information, not only for those of 
British stock, but particularly for 
those in business here who have 
come from foreign countries. Lack 
of understanding on their part 
may lead to serious consequences.

Office at Copenhagen, Denmark, was piled high with mail. The staff was 
working overtime, yet no one objected for it 
i was the Christmas Season and a spirit of good- 
i will'and generosity prevailed. As Einar Holbell, 
one of the postal clerks, busily stamped letters 
an idea occurred to him, “Why couldn’t a small 
tax, just a penny tax, be put on this holiday 
mail?” ... “A tax which would provide money 
to finance a campaign against the disease, 
tuberculosis” . . . “Why couldn’t a bright color¬ 
ful stamp be sold, a stamp which would be a 
tangible reminder that the money paid for it 
was helping to bring protection from tubercu¬ 
losis. to all the people, especially to the boys 
and girls ” 

Other Countries Adopt the Idea 
Thus the idea of the Christmas Seal originated. The first sale of 
the stamps in Denmark in 1904 was a great success and other countries 
quickly adopted the plan. In 1907 the United States had their first sale 
of Christmas Seals. A touching incident in connection with this first 
sale in North America is the story of the little newsie whose sister was 
ill with tuberculosis. He had heard the Sale of Christmas Seals discussed 
in the newspaper office, and anxious to help fight the disease which was 
causing his sister so much suffering he walked up to the marble-topped 
desk in the Seal Sale office and prof erring a penny, said: “Gimme one, 
me sister's got it.” 

Saskatchewan Joins the Crusade 

Although Christmas Seals were sold in various provinces of Canada 
earlier than 1927 it was not until that year that a Dominion-wide appeal 
was made, and it was only in 1928 that Saskatchewan, filled with a vision 
of the preventive services that Christmas Seal funds could provide, put 
on a thorough province-wide campaign which brought in $12,130.20. Each 
year since then gay seals with the double-barred cross, the emblem of 
the organized crusade against tuberculosis as their central motif, have 
appeared, until now everyone—or nearly everyone—has come to accept 
them as a tradition linked with the holiday season. Last year, at the 
outbreak of war, the urgent necessity of increased and adequate measures 
to control tuberculosis was clearly seen, and from a generous and sym¬ 
pathetic people came a contribution of $24,112.83 for the Seal Fund. 

The Necessity for Preventive Work 

Once again the appeal “Buy Christmas Seals” goes out. 'Die de¬ 
mands on the Preventive Fund have increased A country at war must 
guard the health of its people, tuberculosis cannot be allowed to make 
inroads. It is our responsibility, it is our duty, to see that tuberculosis 
does not attack the youth of our land, the youth on whom we are depend¬ 
ing for our protection on land, sea and in the air. We must clear up all 
infection, we must assure our country that there will be a healthy strong 
race of young men and women ready to answer the call of duty. And 
while these men are fighting for us we must use all the facilities at our 
command to prevent the spread of tuberculosis among the civilian popula¬ 
tion at home. Nothing would be more shattering to the morale of the 
forces than to discover that those fighting on the home front had fallen 
victims to a preventable disease. 

The Saskatchewan Anti-Tuberculosis League's Achievements 

With justifiable pride we point to Saskatchewan’s successful fight 
against tuberculosis; within the last fifteen years the death rate from this 
disease has been cut in half. The Saskatchewan Anti-Tuberctilosis League 
has waged a most energetic war against tuberculosis but me must not 
allow ourselves to be lulled into a sense of false security. There can be no 
complacency while those who have contracted the disease fill to over¬ 
flowing our three sanatoria, while a large number die each year of 
tuberculosis, while the cost of caring for our tuberculous sick is still a 
very heavy drain on taxation. 

The Preventive Services in This Province 

Of the preventive services provided by the Christmas Seal funds 
the clinics and the three sanatoria, Fort Qu’Appelle, Saskatoon and 
Prince Albert, and the nine stationary clinics at Regina, Moose Jaw, 
Swift Current, Yorkton, Canora, Melfort, Tisdale, North Battleford an$t 
Wadena do very valuable work. To these clinics the family physician 
refers patients suspected of having tuberculosis; those who have been 
exposed to an agtive case of the disease—“contacts” as they are called; 
and the people with chronic cough or run-down condition whose ill- 
health may be due to tuberculosis. Last year 9,034 people were examined 
at these clinics. 

However, the stationary clinics are but part of the vast program 
of prevention. Three fully equipped travelling clinics, complete with 
X-ray facilities, visit the physicians in the outlying towns and villages 
during the summer months and assist in tracking down unsuspected or 
border-line cases. This service is of inestimable value for many cases 
are thereby discovered when the disease is in the early stages and when 
prompt treatment promises good hope for complete recovery. Four 
thousand, six hundred and sixty four people were examined by these 
travelling clinics the past summer. 

Apart from the 13,697 persons examined at the clinics the exami¬ 
nation of evacuee children entering this province; surveys of schools 
wherever a case of tuberculosis has been discovered: examination of 
university and normal school students; examination of enlisted men who

The Parable of the Good Samari¬ 
tan, Luke 10:30-37.

You want a dog¬ 
matic exposition of a neighbor, either 
to use it for controversy, or to have 
an ideal with which you may warm 
your heart, or to create a class and 
close corporation for yourself. But 
I am come to tell you that only facts 
will reveal your neighbor and your 
duty to him.” (George Adam Smith). 

The parable that Jesus gave him 
was about a certain man who, going 
down from Jerusalem to Jericho, fell 
into the hands of thieves who robbed 
him, beat him, and left him half 
dead. It was only a reckless man 
who would have gone that way alone, 
for the road was notorious for its 
robbers. Two ecclesiastics, a priest 
and a Levite, one after the other 
passed that way. The wounded man 
might have expected help from them, 
since their office and position obli¬ 
gated them to show mercy to one of 
their race in need. Nevertheless each 
passed by on the other side. 

Then a Samaritan arrived on the 
scene and his heart was moved with 
compassion for the wounded man. 
Jews felt themselves far superior to 
Samaritans, and it is interesting to 
bote that Matthew, a Jew, does not 
record this story, while Luke, the | 
Gentile, does. The Samaritan poured 
oil and wine upon his wounds, bound 
them, put the man upon the beast 
he himself had been riding and took 
him to an inn where he cared for him 
that night. On the morrow he gave 
the landlord of the inn two shillings, 
a sum sufficient to care for the man 
for several days, and also gave him 
what the French call a “carte j 
blanche” order to care for the man I 
at his expense until cured.

Then Jesus asked his listener the 
question which brought out the pur¬ 
pose of the story: “Which of these 
I three, thinkest thou, proved neighbor 
junto him that fell among thieves?”

1 ed mercy on him.” How the crowd 
i around them must have enjoyed the 
j man’s discomfiture! Then Jesus said, 
i “Go, and do. thou likewise.” 



SHOULD TONSILS COME OUT? 


Placing Men On Farms 

National And Provincial Governments i 
Of Certain Provinces To 
Share Costs 

The national government and pro¬ 
vincial governments of British Col-| 
umbia, Alberta and Manitoba will 
share equally in the cost of estab¬ 
lishing single unemployed men on 
farms this winter. 

An order-in-council tabled in the 
commons provides that the minister 
of labor shall be empowered under 
tht Unemployment and Agricultural 
Assistance Act to contribute to those 
provinces 50 per cent, of the cost 
incurred. This would be exclusive of 
administrative costs and on the basis 
of not more than $5 per month to 
farmers concerned, $7.50 per individ¬ 
ual and $3 for winter clothing. 

The plan is to take care of single, 
homeless unemployed by placing 
them on forms from Nov. 1 to 
March 31, 1941, the period of agree¬ 
ment. 


There is substantial evidence that 
in about 20 per cent, of children the 
tonsils are either enlarged or dis¬ 
eased and therefore have an unfavor¬ 
able influence on the physical de¬ 
velopment of the child. Such tonsils 
should be removed. 

The tonsils have assumed an im¬ 
portant role in the economy of the 
child during the last 30 years. Th ; 
beneficial results following removal 
of tonsils in selected cases has we. I 
justified the procedure. 

It has been shown that markedly 
hypertrophied tonsils and tonsils that 
are repeatedly inflamed, giving rise 
to attacks of tonsilitis and swollen 
neck glands, frequently impair 
normal physical development. When 
such a condition exists after four 
years of age it is advisable to have 
the tonsils removed, with the expec¬ 
tation that at least 50 per cent, of 
children so treated will be materially 
improved. 

It is undeniable that the child pop¬ 
ulation of the country has experi¬ 
enced better physical development 
with fewer interruptions due to mild 
and prolonged illnesses in the last 30 
years. Infant mortality has been re¬ 
duced and fatal illness in the school 
age occurs less often. While the wide¬ 
spread application of public health 
procedures such as pasteurization of 
milk, the safeguarding of water sup¬ 
plies and care of foods, and the 
health education of the public has 
had the most influence in this direc¬ 
tion, it must be admitted that eradi¬ 
cation of unhealthy tonsils has play¬ 
ed a considerable role in the physical 
improvement of the race. 

The single question ‘o be deter¬ 
mined in respect to the tonsils of a 
child is: Are these tonsils diseased? 
If so, they should promptly be re¬ 
moved.
